De Lagrange, Holder of the 


Speed Record, Falls 


in Aeroplane. 


Bordeaux, 
Jan. 
4.—Leon 
TJe 


Lagrange, the noted French aero- 
naut, was killed while making a 
flight, here today. 


Leon DC Lagrange ranked among 


the first of the aviators of the world. 
On December 30 last, at Jttvisy, he 
broke all speed records. The occa- 
sion was the attempt to win thj»- 
Michelin cup. He did-not succeed in 
beating Henry Faruian's record for 
distance, but he did establiuh a new 
distance record for monoplanes and 
a new world's speed record. He cov- 
ered 124 miles in t.wo hours and 32 
mlntes, 
maintaining 
an 
average 


speed ot approximately 
forty-nine 


miles an hour. 
Do Lagrange had 


been a well known automobilist and 
was one of the first men in Europe 
to take to aviation His feats soon at.- 
tracted wide attention, and ho is 
said to have been -offered a guaran- 
tee of $10,000 if he visit the United 
States. 


Established Speed Record, 


in October last, De Lagrange made 


a (light at Doncaster, England, es- 
tablishing a speed rdcord for one 
mile and 680 yards in 1 minute, 47 
second. 
His first public flight was 


made March 16, 1007, at Bagatelle, 
France. 


On November 5, 1907, ho fell with 


his aeroplane while giving an exhi- 
bition at IBSV. 
'The machine was 


smashed, but the aviator escaped 
wil.h a few 'cuts and bruises. It was 
also at Issy that De Lagrange nar- 
rowly escaped crushing a crowd of 
spectators who had taken possession 
of one end of the field during his ex- 
hibition. This accident happened in 
May, 190S. De Lagrange was travel- 
ing at high speed close to the ground 
when his machine swerved toward 
the crowd.

Mr. Burns said the action of "these 


so-called leaders'1 would bo harmful 
for years to come whenever attempts 
were made to obtain labor legislation.

an article entitled "The beginning'of 
the end of Gompersism, many organ-

This do- 
sire for power and leadership and'per- 
sdnal-aggrandizement causes men who 
have been earnest and sincere- in their
